acquiring it. To sell an expensive 
book by instalment is an old device; 
the parts or volumes were published 
at intervals, and payment required for 
each part or volume as delivered, The 
result of this system was that England 
is full ofincomplete sets—odd volumes 
being lost or payments not kept up— 
of uninteresting works; and in many 
private libraries are’ to be found 
stowed away these fragmentary sets of 
what Charles Lamb called books that 
are no books, the class to which these 
too often properly belonged. ‘The 
great merit, and the great source of 
success, of the new plan is that it is 
founded in confidence in the general 
honesty of humanity. For the sum 
of $20 down, and an engagement to go 
on paying $20 a month for seventeen 
months, the purchaser receives at 
once the whole thirty-five volumes, 
and it is his own fault if be does not 
get twenty dollars’ worth a month of 
information out of it, besides having 
it for his very own at the end of the 
time.

There is another amusing slip; in the 
“Century Dictionary” this map is 
numbered, as we have said, 112, and 
there is a note on it: “For further 
explanations see maps No. 110 and 
111,” and the note is retained in this 
Eneyclopzedia, though the map is now 
numbered 56, This isa very trivial 
blemish; but we expected ‘absolute 
impeceability in a monumental work 
like this. There is one other criticism 
to make; the portraits are mainly from 
woorlents, which are generally ver 
worn, and it would have been worth 
while to re-engrave them. 

These are spots on the sun, and 
whoever gets the ninth edition of 
this book with the eleven new volumes 
will have at his disposal a record of 
everything that was known to man 
at the opening of the twentieth 
centnry; and to enable him to use 
this vast warehouse of knowledge, he 
is provided with an index covering 
under one alphubetisation the whole 
thirty-five volumes.

THE EXPROPRIATION 
OF TEMPLE LANDS

Iy the fatetul summer of 1898, 
when the Emperor Kuang Het took 
the helm of the Ship of State 
into his hands with great vigour and 
earnest purpose, one of the Decrees 
which excited most interest was that 
which ordered the Governors-General 
and Governors to take account of the 
number of temples in the Empire, 
aside from those used in the State 
worship, that the income of the lands 
might be used in aid of the new pre- 
fectural and county schools which it 
was proposed to establish, and upon 
which the Emperor demanded an 
early and thorough report, In the 
general chaos of the reaction which 
followed when the Empress Dowager 
showed her heavy hand, all this was 
forgotten, and seemed likely never to 
be “heard of again, Yet in the pro- 

ess of the singular mixture of 
fi ted conservatism and timid radic- 
alism which characterises the pre- 
sent Government of China, we have 
come to witness not only the revival 
of the very scheme ordered nearly 
five years ago in the interests of 
reform, but its prospective adop- 
tion. One of the most striking 
peculiarities of the circumstances is 
that this has been dono so quietly as 
scarcely to excite comment, and with- 
out any general apprehension of the 
nature and content of the innovation 
which seems to have been finally 
determined upon. Preliminary warn- 
ings of the coming change have been 
heard for a number of months,

“EITHER pure Christianity is not 
fitted for man or man is not fitted for 
pure Christianity. The theologians 
may accept that as certain.” We 
are reminded of this blunt way of 
stating the cause of the present con- 
dition of Christendom by reading an 
examination into the aims and 
objects of what in the next British 
Parliament may be a party of some 
strength—the Labour, or Progressive, 
party. One's thoughts naturally 
turn to Sir Thomas More and his 
Utopia, as line after line in this 
account opens up long vistas of what 
might be were man other than he is. 
Why should there be w: and 
rumours of wars, strifes, bickerings, 
jealousies, heart-burnings, and abuse 
bandied back and forth from nation 
tonation? Why will men fight and 
squabble, and hurt, and destroy each 
other? So far human wisdom has 
been capable of but one answer, and 
that comes from Dr. Watts who, with 
perhaps a sly hit at Great Britain 
and Russia, says 
“Let bears and lions growl and fight. 

For 'tis their nature to.” 

Our new party, it would seem, has 
a higher opinion of humanity than the 
doggerel-writing divine. It is plain 
from what is said of them that old 
things are to be cast away, and behold 
all things political are to become new, 
There are for instance to be “no more 
annexations anywhere on any  pre- 
text.” No more British annexations 
that is to say. What might happen 
if Russia wanted the Isle of Wight 
for a coaling station, or Germany 
proffered a request for a fair exchange 
of, say, Malta for Samoa is. not quite 
clear, In all probability the ‘self: 
denying ordinance is to apply to 
Great Britain alone, she representing 























the one practical personification of 
perfect altruism, 

‘Again, no’ war is ever to be waged 
until arbitration has been offered and 
refused. The United States has 
perhaps had as favourable an ex- 
perience of arbitration as any Great 
Power, yet there isa decided frigidity 
noticeable when certain outstanding 
questions between her and ourselves 
are said to be fit subjects for further’ 
recourse to that much-lauded panacea, 
while there remains a very pertinent 
question so far as we are concerned, 
viz,, where within recent years could 
we have found an _ arbitration 
tribunal that would have carried 
sufficient weight to have satisfied at 
the same time Englishmen and Con- 
tinentals as to its impartiality? The 
British case would have been pre- 
judged only to be condemned ere 
ever a word of argument or evidence 
had been heard. 

We turn to Plank No, III in search 
of something more likely to win 
popular approval, and light upon 
the following: No section of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth, ie, the 
British Empire, shall be’ refused 
Home Rule under the flag. How 
about Ireland with its Redmonds and 
its Lynch? What would have hap- 
pened in 1900-2 there been 
Home Rule in Ireland? If those 
who made most noise were really 
most entitled to be heard, there could 
have been nothing less than war'

Boers, This would have been a 
novel if not altogether satisfactory 
method of strengthening the Empire, 
and hence to pass rapidly on to the 
next proposal, viz, that wherever 
possible there should be co-operation 
between the British Empire and the 
United States. Here for the first 
tine we feel less npona plank in a 
platform than on solid ground, since 
we believe that the closer the union 
between the English-speaking peoples 
the better. We are, therefore, en- 
tirely in accord with the Progressive: 
in this, Unfortunately, so far as they 
are concerned the one ‘point on which 
we grant their statesmanship is one 
which they have stolen. 

But the last, as is most fitting, is 
the climax. It is “the substitution 
of the principle of doing to other 
nations what we would wish them to| 
for the present principle of, 
ly thrashing and smashing 
every other Power—especially, 
Russia—which ventures to exist and 
to grow in our neighbourhood.”

Building ships 
and buying guns, And tor what 
reason? For the one simple and 
unanswerable fact that, as yet, the 
millennium has not arrived. * “Si vis 
pacem, para bellum.” 

“Such a programme courageously 
carried out,” we are told, “would 
enable us to reduce our military 
expenditure by twenty millions ‘a 
year.” It would, perhaps more; it 
would save millions: it would lose 
the empire. And for whose benefit ? 








A GERMAN IDEA 
OF THE OPEN DOOR.

Ist April. 

GERMANY is very keon on having 
the same rights and iloges in the 
Yangtze Valley as any other Power, 
Her steamers came on to the river 
some forty years after the English 
and American flags were first seen 
there but she takes the scriptural 
view that the last shall be first, and 
if no convenient room has been left 
at the open ports for her hulks and 
her wharves, dhe has men-of-war and 
Admirals, and somebody must move 
to make way for her. That is the 
idea of the open door entertained by 
her steamer companies, and they are 
gallantly backed up by their Consuls, 
while the British steamer companies 
often find it a hard task to get our 
Consuls to assist them. Below Nan- 
king there is a well-known cut-off, 
called the Straw Shoe Cut-off, which 
saves some thirty to thirty-five miles 
of distance, Owing to the damage 
caused by the wash, the steamer 
companies have been notified that 
their steamers must not use this cut- 
off; this order has been impressed 
on the British and Chinese steamer 
companies by the British Consuls 
and the Commissioners of Customs, 
and is rigorously obeyed by 
them; but the German steamers pay 
no attention whatever to the order, 
and regularly use the cut-off. It is a 
little galling to the captain of one of 
the China Merchants’ steamers, for 
instance, to be told by the Commis-

Let us hope for the Anta 
enterprise a longer and less chequered 
career than that which characterised some- 
thing similar launched by the gentry of 
the fu city (six miles away) a few years 
ago, We hear of similir educational 
efforts, usually under the auspices of the 
village elders, being put forth in other 
pees of the province. In and around 
‘oochow it is claimed that there are at 








least forty such schools with an average 
of at least 20 pupils each. But as to the 
Government Educational Scheme in the 
Banyan City it is fairly well described when 
pronounced “a landmark of progeess in a 
fatal direction.” Investigation might show 
up the individual who gets the money, but 
it would take a powerful miscroscope to 
spot the person who gets the education. 

the time of this writing it is enough to 
say that it exists.

The Taotai at Hsiichienfu ordered cach 
magistrate in his eight districts to bold 
an examination and send him the worthy 
candidates for his new school. The order 
came to Hsiichien in an inauspicious mo- 
ment. Our magistrato was in the toils of 
an acouser at Nanking and was being 
degraded for “bribery.” He paid no at- 
tention to the Taotai’s order. Finally 
on the day before the candidates were to 
have started to Hsiichienfu he suddenly. 
Posted an order for an examination. Only 
eight young men knew of it and tried to 
pass. “These though declared unworthy 
Were sent to Hsiichienfu, The action 
greatly distressed many young men who 
Were unable to compete. "Sixteen of them 
immediately sued for official permission 

to go to Tsingkiangpu to try to get into 
the Taotai’s school. * 

Everywhere one sees new ovidences of 
this movement.

We were preparing to pay a visit to the 
dirturbed district of Yukiho in the mazis- 
ter from a Swedish missionary written 
tracy of Tanyang when we received a let- 
from Tanyang. For some years the 
Swedish Blission in Ichang has had work 
going on in Tanyang, Hoyung, and Yuan- 
nan, all distant from Ichang 45 and 60 
miles, east. The Scotch ym has work

in several villages further east from Tan- 
yang, distant 20 and 30 miles. 

‘The letter received was to the follow- 
ing etfect :— 

* Dear —, I am waiting here (Tanyang) 
to meet you and should be glad if you 
could come as soon as posible. We are 
both in trouble, and need to consider some 
method of action.” 

We reached ‘Tauyang a few days after 
the receipt of this letter, On arriving 
wo found in the premises of the Swedish 
Mission the native evangelist and 29 mem- 
bers of the Scotch Mission from Yukio, 
and the native evangelist and several ment 
bers of the Swedish Mission from Hoyung. 
All these had been driven from their 
houses and had taken refuge at ‘Tanyang. 

Jn our previous letter we mentioned that 
the ringleaders in this persecution and 
blackmailing bad taken tue name of the 
Momau Catholic Chureh. ‘They bad 
vought over a young member of the 
Roman Catholic Church named Kin 
and through him had put up the Roman 
Catholic signboard on houses at Yukiho 
and Hoyung. We had hoped that such 
deeds done under shelter of the Church 
would be at once repudiated and exposed 
by tho priest in charge of the district. 

But we found when wo reached ‘fanyang 
that the priest Lo from Silipu had visited 
Yukilo aud Tanyang, and taken these evil- 
deers and many others under his wing. ‘The 
report in ‘Tanyang was that over 100 en- 
tered their names whilo the priest was 
there and each paid down 200 cash. 

The members of the Protestant Mis- 
sions were in a state of terror. ‘They dared 
nov yo back to their houses. Wo hud 
several interviews with the magistrate at 
Tanyang. He expressed his lelplessuess 
to settle affairs. “The Tuotai had written 
ordering him to seize the ringleaders but 
hie was atraid of the priest. We wished 
to go to Yukiho but the magistrate was 
not our going saying he couldn't give 
wy protection. He ackuowledged having 
beon personally at Yukiho and having 
found jour meu bound by the Roman 
Catholics whom he released and brought 
on to Tanyang. Also having examined tho 
wounds of two men, Also having seen 
our premises partially damaged. 

ked if ho had any charge to 
st the Protestant members he 
said they had doue no wrong. We have 
tho testiinony of the magistrate, of soldiers, 
of military ollicials, and others as to tho 
evil doings of these Secret Society men, 
protected by the Roman Catholic Church. 

At surpastes belief that a Chureh will 
countenance such deeds and throw her 
arm of protection round such men. ‘Tho 
Bishop declared to us that he had instruet- 
ed his priests to be extremely careful in 
receiving men into the Church yet hore

Wo can best state the condition of affairs 
in the werds of men we interviewed and 
from the evidence of the sufferers.

AN interesting discussion took 
place in the House of Commons on 
the 18th of February, which is fully 
reported in the “Times” of the 19th, 
on China and Persia, It was opened 
by Mr. Joseph Walton (Barnsley), 
who moved the following addition 
to the Address: “And we humbly 
represent to your Majesty that it 
is essential that adequate measures 
should be taken for the safeguarding 
and promotion of the commercial and 
political interests of the British 
Empire in both China and Persia.” 
‘This addendum seems a perfectly 
harmless truism; but it is often seen 
in the House of Commons that a 
resolution of that kind is more 
important for what is does not 
say than for what it does say. 
Mr. Walton proceeded to show by 
statistics that while the foreign 
trade of China generally is in- 


creasing, the British proportion of| 


the whole has declined in recent 
years, while the proportion of Ger- 
many and of Japan has considerably 
increased. He spoke of the Treaty 
of Shanghai as one that, if it were 
reasonably executed, “would prove 
to be a step in advance as compared 
with the treaty under which we. pre- 
viously traded in China.” But he 
doubted 
likin would be altogether a reality, 
and feared that illegal squeezes 
would still be levied on foreign goods 
in the interior. Mr. Walton asked 
Lord Cranborne whether any other 
Powers had accepted the treaty. 
“The danger was that other 
Powers would demand other com- 
mercial concessions as a condition of 
assent, a position difficult to avoid, 
although the treaty contained a 
provision against granting such con- 
cession.” He characterised s»me of 
the provisions cf the new treaty as 
rather vague, and complained that 
British railway concessionaires in 
China did not get as much govern- 
ment support as their competitors

‘Then he 
switched off to Persia, He was 
followed by Mr. Keswick (Surrey, 
Epsom), whose remarks as far as they 
dealt with China may be reproduced 
in full:— 





Mr. Keswick said the statements which 
were constantly being mado as to the de- 
cline of our trade with the East were not 
entirely correct. Statistics proved that | 
tho volume of our commereo with the Far 
East had not diminished ; but what had 
happened was that wo had not been able 
to inaintain that percontage of the entire} 
trade—tho enormous increase of which was 
one of the features of recent times—| 
which was ours before forcign competition | 
began. He did not believe that our people | 
were less enterprising, less onergetic, or! 
less desirous of accumulating fortunes 
than our forefathers; nor did he think 
that there had been any falling-off in the 
desire of the mercantilo community to 
promote the interests of the country while 
advancing their own individual interests. 
He regarded the recent commercial treaty 
between this country and China as most 
valuable in the interests of our trade. As 
to Weihaiwei, he should deeply deploro its 
abandonment, for he regarded it as a most | 
important position.

He went ou to 
say that we bad no great reasoa to 
complain about the Custom-house at 
Newehwang, the duties being still 
collected by Sir Robert Hart's men. 
He said that Lord Lansdowne had 
brought us out all right in the mat- 
ter of the evacuation of Shanghai. 
The Chinese Government had 
assured ua that their promixes to 
Germany should not prejudice in 
any way our rights in the Yangize 
Valley, “so that if we differ from 
Germany, as Powers do differ from 
time to time, we have no reason to 
be in any way displeased with the 
results of these circumstances as they 
turned ont in November of last 
year.” He explained the modus 
yivendi agreed upon in reference 
to the Mixed Court here; and 
then passed to the question of the 
indemnity, as to which he said that 
our Government must insist upon 
its being recognised as a gold debt, 
but would willingly give China time 
to pay.

LATE CAPTAIN 
CLEMENS.

We have been asked to publish the 
following correspondence for the informa- 
tion and relief of the friends of tho late 
Captain Clemens: — 

Foreign Office. 
February, 17th 1903. 
Sm,—I am directed by the Marquess of 
Lansdowne to transmit to you the accom- 
ng copy of a statement in regard to 
death of your son, Captain Clemens, 
which has been drawn up by Dr. Knappe, 
the German Consul General at Shanghai, 
and has been forwarded to His Lordship 
by Mr. R. W. Mansfield, Acting Consul 
Ge at that port. 
Lansdowne trusts that the assur- 
es given by Dr. Knappe will afford you 
some consolation in the sad circumstances 
ing the death ®f your son, and 
you that the finding of tho 
Vice Consul did not of necessity 
convey any stigma of suicide, as you had 
supposed, but was to al} intents and pur- 
pow's eqitivalent to an open verdict found 
by a British Coroner's Jury. 

Tam to add that Consul General Knappo 
hax no objection to the publication of his 
statement.

an official declaration was made that the 
deceased had committed suicide, I the 
undersigned, His Imperial Majesty's 
Consul General at. Shanghai, do hereby 
state that no verdict: to tho above effect 
given by Vice-Consul Mr. Knipping, 
German law possesses no procedure analog- 
ous to the English inquest where the 
Coroner with the assistance.of a jury gives 
2 decided verdict as to the manner in 
which a deceased person has met with his 
death. When the German authorities 
become cognisant of the suspicion that a 
punishable offence has been committed 
they are bound to examine the evidence 








































before deciding as to whether the matter 
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shall be made the subject of public pro-| 
secution. | 

‘This was dono in tho present case and! 
Vice-Consul Dr. Knipping made the follow- 
ing statement :— 

“Tt was my duty to go into this matter’ 
only to find out whether there was any 
murder or not. As far as my judgment 
gees T hare to state that I have not the} 
Teast suspicion that any murder has been 
committed in the matter and that now as| 
tho hearing of the case finishes I have no 
further steps to take. How the whole 
thing could be explained we do not know. 
We are only human beings, the evidence 
is brought before us and everybody can 
form his own opinion about what has been 
heard or seen here; but I have no duty 
to say whether it was self inflicted death 
or accident. Tho only thing I have to say 
is that I would not take any further steps 
in the matter, that we have all done our 
duty and we cannot clear up any more 
than we have done.” 

‘This finding of Vice-Consul Dr. Knip- 
ping would therefore be the equivalent to 
the finding by an English Coroner and jury 
of some such verdict as this. That the 
deceased died on the night 2nd April, 
1901, from, the effects of a gunshot wound, 
but by whom and under what circum- 
stanees the wound was inflicted there is 
ne cvidence to show.

Mr. F. Ellis appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr. L, E. P. Jones for the defendants. 

Mr. Ellis asked that this should be taken 
as a test case to apply to all of the 
insurance companies. 

Mr. Jones thought that was not possible, 
as the conditions endorsed upon these 
policies were in different terms. 

Mr. Ellis said that his contention was 
that the facts were practically the eame 
with regard to all the insurance companies 
who were defendants in these suits, and 
therefore he had headed his affidavit in 
that way. Ofcourse, he might have filed 
four separate affidavits aud put them on the 
file, as there were four petitions filed. He 
was quite prepared to take his Lordship's 
desision on the question now before the 
court as to whether the defendants had « 
right to refer the question with regard to 
the first company to arbitration or not. 

In reply to his Lordship as to whether it 
would suit him if the Manchester Insur- 
alee Coney were dealt with first, Mr.

The plaintift will contend that before the 
application made by the defendants for a 
slay of proceedings can be granted the 
Judge will have to decide the following 
points 

(1) Whether the condition referred to is 
acondition precedent to the right to bring 
‘an action. 

(2) That although it has been established 
in Courts of Law that an agreement 
imposing ax a condition precedent to the 
right to sue, the settling by arbitration of 
damage, will prevent any uction being 
maintained, until such damage has been 
ascertained, such an agreement is not 
always compul-ory on the parties. and 
Courts of Law will interfere and will not

Mr. Ellis, in stating his case, said that 
the defendants had made an imputation 
of fraud and had not been in a position to 
withdraw it. The matter had now been in 
dispute for some time, and grent injustice 
would be done to the plaintiff by referring 
to arbitration at this stage of the proceed 
ings, and on that point it might be neces- 
sary for the Court to hear evidence, which 
he could tender.

Afterwards when the amount ran up he 
asked for promissory notes as security 
In regard to the business, witness ren- 
dered a monthly statement to plaintiff. 
Those statements were in Court and were 
produced as exhibits. Witness had never 
discovered that the firm was losing money. 
He had trouble with the plaintiff 
nearly every month for the last six 
months, as he found plaintiff had been 
“squeezing” him by charging him larger 
amounts than he actually paid on his bills. 
Witness complained many times that the 
bocks were not being properly kept, but 
was put off with excuses. Some time in 
February 1902 there was a verbal agree- 
ment between defendant and plaintit that 
the latter was to handle all money and 
bills paid by him, while defendant issued 
compradore orders which plaintiff’ was to 
mect. Further all Chinese orders coming 
in were to be guarantecd by plaintiff. 
Under these defendant bought goods in 
the United States for Chinese purchasers, 
whom he was subsequently unable to tnd. 
In regard to the monthly accounts put in, 
they wero made by witness from his cash 
bool, which was made up ordinarily from 
day to day, but sometimes weekly, when 
he was pressed. An omission in February 
was due to the fact that plaintiff's brother- 
in-law kept the books for two months and 
got. them muddled. 

‘The Court adjourned for tiffin. 

On the reassembling, Mr. Curtis, whe 
had produced an additional account, not 
sent to the accountant, in the morning, 
now offered another cash book which had 
not been submitted to the accountant. 

His Honour impounded the book and 
informed defendant that the non-produe- 
tion of this book and paper, taken in 
conjunction with the absence of the leaf 
from the ledger, made him view the case 
with a certain amount of suspicion. 

Defendant's evidence was continued.

Under this examination defendant pro- 
duced receipts for payments made to the 
firm's creditors, on which he said increased 
amounts had been charged him by plain- 
tiff. Several of these were aceepted in 
evidence, subject to later corroboration by 
the calling of witnesses who received the 
amounts. Defendant gave instances in 
which plaintiff had collected money at 
xales but had not paid over anything to 
the persons whose goods were sold. There 
were consequent complaints ; one of those 
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who complained being Judge Tamme. 
Witness produced other books, in which 
were kept records of his imports, his aue- 
tions and commissions and his’ stock of 
cigars and coals. Witness made state- 
ments in regard to plaintiff's alleg»e deal- 
ing with the coal and also with his dealing 
with the firm’s customers and defendant's 
reputation which wero stricken from the: 
record. A deed of partnership admit! 
one Ling Hung-chang was admitted 
by tho Court "as an exhibit, but 
it was not permitted to defendant to go 
into tho relation of this man with tho 
firm. Witness stated that in numerous 
cases, of which ono was instanced, plain- 
tiff collected money owing to the firm and 
did not credit the parties, who were called 
upon to pay again. Tho orders on tho 
firm's compradore had been dishonoured 
and refused at the Russo-Chinese Bank. 
Witness paid tho rent of the firm for De- 
gember to March and the expenses for 
February, March, and part of January. 

‘The further hearing was adjourned till 
next day.
